It manors not whether 
Ihepirty be mala or female— vliether they 
rent laud or own .it— if thuy are eighteen 
years of agje they ate bound to supply six 
days' labor' annually. If any person has 
mora than -orie huijdred , acres, .rented or 
owned, ihey have to furnish for each addi 
tloii'al hundred acres, or le.ss than a huniJieJ, 
two e-vtra days' labor. Coiifining ■inch a 
loid tas ealirety to landowners or r, iii(;os, 
may be all very ^lie in theory ; but wc- c. i- 
tainly think no'vory serious injury would be 
done if every able-bodied man had to do 
statnle labor. Kvcrybody uses tho roads; 
and a little limo to iniMruve what lhi!y um; i.s 
uot too iniii'li to u.vpecl.

The Ot;TBREAK at WARSA^r.— Tha details 
of tho lata outbreak at )Vatsi»w, Poland, 
have reached us. On Febriiary 25th, the 
anniversary of the batllS 'ot''0roohow, al 
which place the first collision between the 
Poles and Russians occurred in 183 1, severa 
hundreds attended mass, and snb.sequenily 
sang national songs in ilbe streets of Wat- 
saw. No alloinpt was made by govern- 
iTiont 10 slop the demoiislratioii, owiiii; lo 
the Agrieultnial S icieiy silling at the lime. 
T.ie Socioiy, ih.'U^h suspL-eted by govorn- 
m !n', was I'lo |)(iw'erliil in its ramifications lo 
he thsturbetl. A eollision did OOOUl, how- 
ever, between the Chief of Police and .iho 
populace of Warsaw, in hioh several cit- 
izens were killed. .-Next, a mas* was cele- 
brated for Iho reposB 'ofi!thov,aouls of tho 
killed, when another dembhstriilion niul a 
collision occurred. General Zablockoy 
fired upon the people, and several inoie 
were wounded. A Commitlce uf Safety 
was formed to preserve order, anil I'nnci! 
Gorlschakoir, the Viceroy, agreed lo forward 
to the Emperor an ail.lross for the r. niovnl 
of grievances and the e\lension <if reform.i. 
Quiel was niainlained ami nrJiir existed 
everywheie. Order is euiisiden-d an en- 
tirely new power in Poiaml. There never 
was .such nnaiiiinily among the I'ulcs beforn. 
Poles and Jews are one. A public funeral 
to bury those killed by Ibe firing of Za- 
blockoy's soldiers, numbered 109,000. A 
moving nation, maintaining sutsh perfect 
order, was , a terror to tha physical force 
Russians. ' Nt) chance is thus offered by the 
Poles for a collision ; but ijuiet dornjnstra- 
tion spoke louder lor their rights ihr.n the 
thunders of cannon. iVlarch l.'iili, the Hm- 
peror's answer was received, granting a .sep- 
erale Council of Slate lo Poland, and con- 
(ii miiig the functions of the inunicipaliiy of 
Warsaw.

fruitless endeavors to rea(di the mines via 
the Dalles, it is no more than riuht that the 
contributions of those who. have profilted by 
their presence should assist them forward to 
tlieir destination.
